The Internal Use of the Mineral Water

A wine glass full of hot mineral water twenty minutes before.eating, three or four times a day, in conjunction 
with the baths, is useful. in producing the constitutional effects of the ingredients. These are chiefly alterative, 
laxative and tonic, where the water is well borne by the stomach. Its action on the kidneys is beneficial where — 
constipation occurs. = 

In Catarru it is useful as a local application: Use as a douche, or take equal parts of mineral and fresh water 
(tepid) and snuff up the nostrils two or three times a day. It arrests the discharge, and by virtue of its alterative 
properties heals the affected surface.

CHARACTER OF CONSTITUENTS. 


CHLORIDE OF SODIUM exists in large quantities in the blood, the bones, and the muscles, and is essential to their integrity. 
When taken in moderate quantities, it increases the flow of gastric juice and bile. It also proves mildly aperient. In larger 
quantities, it increases the flow of urine and the secretions of the bronchial tubes, and also proves decidedly cathartic. 
Medicinally it may be used to excite the absorbent functions of the vascular system, and to quicken both the retrogressive 
and productive change of substance. (Braun, “Curative Effects of Baths and Waters,’’ London, 1875, p. 389.) 


CHLORIDE OF MAGNESIUM is-bitter in taste, and similar in effect to Chloride of Sodium. However, it more strongly stimu- 
lates the intestinal mucous membrane. It has been used as a cholagogue cathartic.

CHLORIDE OF CALCIUM undergoes decomposition in ,the stomach and intestines; it. is reputed valuable in the treatment of 
scrofulous tumors, glandular obstructions and general debility. 


SULPHATE OF SODA, also known as Glauber’s Salt, is of a cool, bitterish taste, and taken medicinally proves diuretic in small 
doses and purgative in large doses. This salt is a characteristic ingredient in purgative waters. 


SULPHURETTED HYDROGEN. This gas is the special characteristic of sulphur water, and it is unusual to find it present in a 
saline water in so large quantity. To its presence the value of sulphur waters in the cure of many diseases is undoutedly due. 


BROMINE has a remarkable influence in allaying nervous irritation, and is beneficial in cancer, scrofulous tumors and ulcers, 
amenorrhcea, diphtheretic affections, chronic diseases of the skin, and hypertrohpy of the ventricles. | 


Directions. for Using Mineral Water. — 


As a Tonic—Take a wine glass full four times a day, at least twenty minutes before eating, and just before 
retiring, 

For Sponge Bath—Take about a quart of the Ypsilanti Mineral Water in a bottle or glass jar, place itin a 
dish of cold water and heat the whole as hot as can be used. Bathe with a sponge. 


Take bath just before retiring or remain in a warm room at least an hour after bathing. The water opens the 
pores, and great care should be taken to avoid taking cold after bathing. (Never heat water in metal dish.) 


For Constipation and Dyspepsia—Take one-half gobletfull of Ypsilanti Mineral Water and add enough hot 
fresh water to make whole as hot as can be borne. The above taken three times a day one-half hour before eating 
and before retiring is sure to relieve, and in many cases has entirely cured, the most obstinate cases of constipation

For Catarrh—Heat water in the same manner as for dyspepsia, though not so hot, and either snuff up the 
nostrils or apply with a douche three or four times a day.
